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Lockhart 
Removed 
By 9-6 Vote

Town Council Monday 
night elected Councilor 
Richard M. Theroux its new 
president, replacing Ben¬ 
jamin T. Lockhart just 
minutes after he was 
removed on a 9 to 6 vote. 

The vote removing 
Lockhart followed exactly 
the vote keeping Town 
Manager James D. West- 
man in office one week 
earlier. Councilors Theroux, 
Coffey, Colli, Alvigini, Kerr, 
Harrington, Nardi, Field- 
stad, and Della Giustina, 
who voted to keep the 
manager, voted for 
Lockhart’s removal, while 
Councilors Rheault, Query, 
Lockhart, Benjamin, 
Giordano, and Barnes voted 
to oust Westman, but retain 
Lockhart. 

Councilors opposed to 
Lockhart discounted any 
link between his support of 
Westman’s ouster and their 
vote to remove the second- 
term councilor. 

Reasons given by coun¬ 
cilors voting for the removal 
were: failure to follow 
procedure for debates 
(Theroux, Coffey), the 
holding of an alleged secret 
meeting to draft a resolution 
to oust Westman (Fieldstad) 
Colli, Harrington) and “not 
living up to expectations.” 
(Nardi) 

Lockhart defended his 
actions by attacking “those 
who supported me for 
president a year and a half 
ago and telling me all the 
votes were guaranteed and 
iflN*®ondemn me for having 
secret meetings — this is 
hypocrisy.” 

Lockhart later said he felt 
a “dangerous precedent” 
had been set by his ouster, 
adding that “the council has 
a lot of growing up to do.” 

Theroux, after his elec¬ 
tion, said he felt the council 
would work together in the 
future and “realize we’re not 
here for shenanigans.” 

Opinions ranged far afield 
on Lockhart’s ouster. 

Fieldstad scored Lockhart 
for having the meeting to 
plan the resolution in his 
house, while Barnes 
defended the decision, 
saying it was done so 
business could be conducted 
away from noise in his 
house. 

Coffey said he opposed 
Lockhart’s comments in the 
press opposing Westman’s 
sick-leave check on firemen, 
while Rheault defended 
Lockhart’s speaking out on 
issues “when we feel 
something is wrong.” 

The issue of Lockhart’s 
stewardship was the topic of 
Citizen Speak Time.

said all councilors “have a 
right to express their 
opinions without fear of 
repirsal.” 

Valentine Moreno, 15 
Florida Dr., charged the 
Springfield Daily News with 
distorting the issues around 
Lockhart, printing false 
information about West¬ 
man’s term of office, and 
Lockhart’s opposition to 
Westman. 

More specifically, Moreno 
charged Councilor Della 
Giustina with duplicity in his 
vote supporting Westman, 
saying a few weeks earlier, 
Della Giustina said, “We’ll 
get that bastard out,” 
referring to Westman. 

Thomas Shaer, 630 Cooper 
St., defended taping of 
council meetings against 
charges from Andrew C. 
Gallano one week earlier 
that people who tape 
meetings “go running to Bill 
Putnam and Matty Ryan.” 

Dennis Roberts, 794 
Suffield St., supported 
Lockhart’s ouster one week 
ago, he said, but changed his 
mind “because a town 
council divided will not care 
for the town’s interests.” 

Roberts also urged both 
groups — supporters of 
Westman and opponents of 
Lockhart and opponents of 
Westman and supporters of 
Lockhart — “to dry the tears 
of victory and defeat and . . 
divert your resources ... in 
mending a new and stronger 
council.” 

Mrs. Raymond Wright, 17 
Federal Ave., said Lockhart 
“has outlived his 
usefulness.” 

Ric Sardella, 68 Hastings 
St., asked the council to stop 
fighting, adding, “the 
sadness of a backroom 
politician is never knowing 
the statesman he might have 
been.” 

Both Roberts and Sardella 
drew applause from the over 
200 townspeople attending 
the meeting.

Dark clouds and 
threatening skies hung over 
Agawam early Tuesday 
morning. The town seemed 
unusually quiet. 

There was a deeper quiet, 
masking sadness, in the 
minds and hearts of many of 
the town’s residents as the 
news of Police Chief Kenneth 
Grady’s retirement became 
known. 

For some, Kenneth Grady, 
is the only Police Chief they 
have ever known. For 
others, Kenneth Grady is the 
only Police Chief they ever 
wanted. 

Kenneth Grady had his 
detractors too. But, that is 
not what this story is about. 


Kenneth Grady applied to 
the Agawam Board of 
Selectmen 38 years ago for a 
job. He was made a Special 
Officer on April 18, 1937 and 
reported for his first day of 
duty, and service to the 
town, at former Chief Huey’s 
house on the corner of 
Springfield and Wilson 
Streets that housed the 
police station and the three 
regular officers of the town's 
police department. 

A quarter of a century 
later, on January 14, 1962, 
Kenneth Grady was sworn in 
as Chief of Police for the 
town of Agawam. 

Today, the Police 
Department headquarters 
on Main Street, is home for 
Chief Grady, 43 officers, four 
dispatchers and two clerks.

False Crisis 

The Commonwealth’s financial peril is very 
real. We are facing huge deficits which must 
be paid. 

But the immediate crisis that is holding up 
welfare checks is a false one that could have 
been avoided and still can be through swift 
action by the Governor and legislature. 

The Governor’s insistance that welfare 
checks cannot be sent out until the whole $450 
million is authorized is a cruel hoax. 

I supported the recent $17.9 million 
emergency welfare and pension ap¬ 
propriation, and I would fully support a bond 
issue limited to the expenses that really have 
to be paid during the month of J me, which is 
the last month of Fiscal 1975. 

What I have refused to do is to go along with 
a bloated bond issue that would cost tax¬ 
payers $100 million in interest. 


The estimates of what expenses must be 
paid in Fiscal 1975 vary, but according to the 
state Treasurer and the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, the amount is 
certainly not over $250 million at the most. 

At least $200 million of the Governor’s bond 
request is for items that can’t possibly be paid 
before Fiscal 1976 begins on-July 1 st anyway. 
These are future services or past services for 
which the s f ate won’t be billed until after July 
1 st. 

So the Governor’s plan is unnecessarily 
expensive, with a price tax of almost $50 
million more interest than our real needs 
dictate. 

The Governor is loading these extras into 
Fiscal 1975 so he can make the Fiscal 1976 
budget appear smaller

Why is that bad when predictions are that 
the Fiscal 1976 deficit will be huge? 

The answer is that the taxpayer will pay 
extra for every item that is bonded which 
couid legitimately hold to be included in the 
Fiscal 1976 budget. 

Once we get the long overdue budget for 
Fiscal 1976 we will have two luxuries we don’t 
have this month. The first is time, time to 
figure out a combination of expenditure cuts 
and revenues to make the budget balance. 
The other luxury is that we can borrow money 
on a temporary basis using routine revenue 
anticipation notes at 3Vi> per cent interest. 

We can’t use those notes any longer in 
Fiscal 1975 because there is no further 
revenue for this fiscal year, except what can 
be raised by bonding. There is not time left 
to raise taxes. 

But if we bond, we will have to pay at least 
6 j 2 per cent interest on those bonds. That 
extra 6 V 2 per cent a year will have to be paid 
for with special taxes totaling $100 million for 
a full $450 million worth of bonds. 

That is what I want to avoid. But I do 
support bonding legitimate immediate 
emergency costs like welfare and salaries. 

The people who are owed this money have 
been put into unnecessary jeopardy because 
the Governor will not accept the realistic 
lower figure which everyone else will accept. 

He is holding out for all or nothing, and the 
welfare recipients are suffering because of 
his inflexibility.

HIT THROUGH THE 
BALL FOR CONTROL 
Instead of takinga quick 
whack at the ball, try letting 
the racquet head approach 
the ball more slowly so that 
it will remain on the strings 
for as long as possible. 
Staving in contact by hitting 


through the ball this way will 
help you guide the ball for a 
more precise placement. 
The longer you stay in 
contact with the ball, the 
more guidance you can give 
it and the more control you 
will have over vour shots. 

Keep Back Until 
You Attack 

One way to improve your 
ground strokes is to pretend 
to hit the ball while your 
weight is on your back foot. 

You shouldn’t actually do 
that, of course, but 
pretending to will correct a 
tendency many players have 
to lean forward ahead of 


their shots. That costs them 
in power and accuracy. You 
can come forward a bit 
sooner on backhands than 
forehands. The reason: it is 
possible to hit backhands 
further out in front since the 
chest doesn’t limit the follow 
through. But the thing to 
remember is that for the 
best results, keep your 
weight back until you hit the 
ball. 

Take Aim Before 
You Hit Your Serve 
No part of the service is 
more difficult to master than 
the toss. But you can develop 
the necessary consistency in 
your toss if you follow this 


routine. Before starting your 
toss, hold the ball and your 
racquet in front of you and 
then look right over them 
into the service court; your 
head, your arms, and the 
target should now be all in 
line. 


When you lift your arm 
for the toss, keep it in this 
line. The correct toss for a 
flat or spin serve should 
place the ball approximately 
six inches to a foot in front of 
your bitting arm. If the toss 
does not line up in front of 
your hitting arm, catch it 
and try again.
